tlmt space, this universe of ours would 
resemble a phosphorescent jellyfish, 
«-lth faintly sparkling tentacles, afloat 
in flic sea of immensity. 


This being so, the question naturally 


arises, May there not bo, or must there 
uot be, an indefinite number of other 
such systems scattered through the 
limitless expanse of space? That ques- 
tion would forever remain a matter of 
pure conjecture if we did not have cer- 
tain very sugsestive fucts which seem 
to indicate that It ought to be an- 
swered In the allirmntive. 


The facts of ivhich I speak are ob- 


jects of visual observation. But that 
does not pccessarlly make them parts 
of the "visible universe," because they 
appear to be unconnected with It and 
to He beyond Us boundaries- 


These objects are known HS spiral 


nebulae. Thc photographs that h«T« 
been made of them hi the past few 
years are simply amnzlnf. The forms 


which has been described above as 
characterizing the stellar system. They 
have central agglomerations with en- 
veloping spu-uls. They have knots of 
light -n-hlch recall the globular clusters 
of stars found In the visible universe, 
but tbey are so distant tlmt no sepa- 
rate stars can be detected in them. 


They look like masses of more or less 


condensed glowing gns, but the spec- 
troscope show? that the light coming 
from tuem is not tbnt which i.s charac- 
teristic of gnseous nebulae, but that 
which belongs to true stars. The Influ- 
ente is that these wonderful objects 
may actually be other universes lying 
out Sn the ocean of space beyond our 
shores. 


This inference is strengthened by 


what we know of the distance of some 
of these objects. The utmost diameter 
of the great spiral of the Milky way 
probably does not exceed from 4,000 to 
0,000 "paraecs,"' or from 800 to 1,200 
million times the earth's distance from 
the sun. A parscc. which corresponds to 
a parallax of one second of arc, cq.ual.1 
about in.000,000.000,000 (nineteen tril- 
lion) miles. 
But some of the spiral 


nebulae appear w be »t least 10,000 
parsecs dlafant. 


If that is so there eilsts between 


them and the outer frontiers of the vis- 
ible universe a gap far broader than 
the entire diameter of that universe. It 
cnn hardly be supposed, then, that they 
are outlying parts of or attendants 
upon our universe, but it is much more 
reasonable to conclude that they arc 
other universes constructed on a simi- 
lar plan,, but so far away that as view, 
cd with our utmost visual powers, our 
miKhtleit frlfscope*.
